Immediately after the signing of 
the armistice peace negotiations are 
to begin. It is provided that meas- 
ures shall be taken for the exchange 
of civil prisoners, invalids, women 
and children under 14 years, and for 
the amelioration of the condition of 
war prisoners.

“With the purpose of facilitating 
the conduct of peace negotiations 
and the speedy healing of the 
wounds caused by the war, the con- 
tracting parties take measures for 
re-establishment of cultural and aco- 
nomic relations among the signato- 
ries.

SCHOOLS MUST 


BE AMERICAN. 


German Plan not Wanted by 
Shailer Mathews. 


Teachers’ Institute Listens to 
Vigorous Words. 


War and Education Topic of 
Many Speakers. 


The once much-vaunted school 


system of Germany received vigor- 
ous denunciation yesterday trem | 
Dean Shailer Mathews of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, whose two ad- 
dresses, at the Temple Auditorium 
and at the Los Angeles High School, 
featured the first days programme 
of the county Teachers’ Institute. | 
“The purpose of an American 
schoo! is to produce Americana,” de- 
clared Dean Mathews in his high 
school address, which was on “The 
School and the Nation.” 
“That simple formula,” he said, 
“makes it impossible to introduce a 
school system into — pos- 
Seased of German é¢fficiency. Ger- 
man schools are efficient in produc- 
ing Germans. We do not want to 
produce Germans. Whatever suc- 
cessful experiments in education 
have been made by otter nations 
we are ready to study and approve. 
The American school must be funda- 
mentally American. 

“The American school system has 
developed at least one characteristic. 


tem of education is so organized as 


servient class. Ninety-five per cent. 
of the German children never get 
better than an eighth-grade educa- 
tion and many of them not better 
than a fourth grade. The higher 
schools are intended for men of the 
upper social classes. The American 
system recognizes no such distinc- 
tion between classes. In this ft is 
fundamentally democratic and dem- 
Ccratic it must remain. 

“But equal opportunity for ad- 


racy; the American school must 
make American democracy, not 


merely democracy. 
AGAINST NATURE. 

“Doctrinaire teaching which 
would denationalize democracy is a 
reform against nature. Democratic 
institutions have developed national. 
ly, not internationally. In develop- 
ing the American democracy ‘the 
school has the largest opportunity 
imaginable. It cgn do at least 
three things. First, it can teach suc- 
cessfully the history and meaning of 
American institutions. Second, it 
can unify the children of different 
races by teaching a national tongue. 
No school in America should be per- 
mitted to use a foreign language ex- 
clusively in its instruction. To 
elevate any foreign language in an 
equality with the English language 
is an assault upon America. Third, 
lt can inculcate habite of self re- 
straint and particularly in two ways, 
in respect of lew and in the prac- 
tice of thrift.” 

Speaking on “The Hopeful Mean- 
ing of History,” Dr. Mathews told 
the teachers at Temple Auditorium 
that history is a record of progress, 
not of mere events. It is a record 
of human experience in three direc- 
tions, he said, namely, the substitu- 
tion of moral restraint for brute 
force, the development of the sense 
of worth of the individual, and the 
tendency to give justice rather than 
get rights. 

The two other principal speakers 
at the institute meetings yesterdiy 
were Albert Shiels, superintendent 
of schools of Los Angeles, and Lynn 
Helm, president of the Board of 
Education.

The Kaiser is reported to have de- 
clared unofficially that he will on Christmas 
Day announce to England, France, Italy and 
the United States his plan for peace That 
programme is said to be substantially as 
follows: The nations concerned will agree 
that all questions of whatever character 
and nature in dispute between them shall 
be submitted for investigation and report 
to an international commission (the com- 
position to be agreed upon; and the con- 
tracting parties to agree to discontinue hos- 
tilities until such investiration is made and 
report submtted The investigation shall 
be conducted as a matter of course upon 
the initiative of the commission with- 
out the formality of a recuest from either 
party. and the report shall be submitted 
within (time to be agreed upon“ from the 
date of the submission of the dispute.
